This Old Ken- 
tucky Home lias lH!en in iMkssession of 
the Bowan family for nearly a centu- 
ry. Judge John Rowan, once a Uni- 
ted States (Senator from Kentucky, 
and during bia day oaa of tbe moat fa- 
mous Jurist of tlie Weat, resided here 
for years. His son, the Hon. John 
Bowan, Jr., who was a man <rf splen- 
did intellect and who held highofllcial 
portion during his • lifetime, lived 
here until his death. Since then bis 
widow, once a lady of great beauty 
and renowned popularity, and who 
even In her old age retains aiach of 
these gifts, has resided. 

It was here that "My Old Kentucky 
Home" was composed and sung.

Farmers should never ship eggs un- 
til tljey have f^rst endeavore^ tq f^e^.

If they would retail tboir agts and 
seek eostomeiaalargaaiiai woald be 
added to tbereceipta fioai pbnltiy. 
Fresh eggs are always saleable, for er- 
ery family must at times have them. 

Nothing should be grown in the or- 
chard which will prevent the cultiva- 
tion of the trees On steep hillsides, 
clover is especially desirable to prcr 
vent washing. It should be sown ip 
strips riinning across tbe {lillside be- 
tween the rows, and the trees given 
clean eQltlvatioo nntO tbigr are well 
established. 

There are those who atlU believe 
that awine should have a mndhole to 
wallow in, and that they should be fed 
putrid swill from a swill barrel. A 
place for a hog to take a bath is all 
right, but a inudholesoon become very 
filthy and is a favorable place for 
germs of disease to generate and hi(}e. 
The surrounding soil liecomes con- 
taminated with the germs and soon 
there is disease on that farm and tbe 
farmer ia at a loss to know its origin. 

Fodder will be |denty and ' fiUrly 
cheap t^hia faiL There are thousands 
pf acres wbere the grain will be al- 
paost a failure, owing to the killing of 
tfie tassel at tbe time pollen should 
have been ripened to fertilize the ker- 
nels, but the growth of fodder in ma- 
ny such cases is greater than usual. 
Farmers and feeders ought to make it 
a pojnt to use as much of the other 
grains and feeqs as possible to help 
out the corn. Wheat, rye and barley 
Win be fed a good deal thia year, 

During recent years a great deal has 
been written ^n() said about the cross? 
ing of different breeds of swine in or? 
der to secure large litters, better grai 
zers, more bone, early maturing, bet? 
ter bacon type, etc. In some instan- 
ces the cross of the breeds may prove 
advantageous, but it must be done 
wisely, else disappointment will often- 
times follow such a p(;actlce. J be- 
lieve that with good care and proper 
selection the above mentioned desira- 
ble characteristics can be secured from 
any of our generally recognined breeds 
without the introdnctifHi of anjr fmr- 
eign blood. Cress breedingaiay at^ac' 
times prof e naefal, bnt it la not a wise 
poli^ to osalw it a general praotioe.— 
Prof. W. S. Kennedy/ 

Young growing hogs ought to be fed 
more swill. It is a mistake to give 
them so much grain. Corn alone does 
not properly fill and distend tbe grow- 
ing digestive organs and leafea the 
young animal too much subject to 
worma. In luit, ao eom aheald be 
fed to hoga wlthoat bting soaked. 
Ground OMrn put into swill ia atlll bef- 
ter. For young hogs groond emra with 
oats or tarley mixed in tbe swill make 
splen,(|id fee^. With the swill the 
aniQunt of grajn can be nicely regula- 
ted so ^ to give the best results and 
keep the animal in thrifty shape. 
Plenty of wood ashes are helpful in 
keeping down worms. Also a box of 
concentrated lye with a small opening 
in one end and put into tbe swill bar- 
rel will help to keep the growing pigs 
in good fix. Farmers certainly ought 
to give more care to the car^il grow- 
ing of hogs... Ex.

To make a lot of mules for market 
early in life and worth fiom tl40 to 
$l(iO each as two>ycar-olds.tber should 
be foaled from large mares early in 
spring* about April or May. They 
should ran with with tbe dam until 
October Ist, whra they should be 
weaned and put in a shed with plenty 
of liglit^Kl air and fed with a few 
ahdled oata and plenty of sappy sub- 
stance, soehas sorghum run through a 
cutting box, with clover or timothy 
hay. Do not feed too much corn, as it 
fevers the legs and produces scratches. 
The next summer they .should have 
access to the grazing pasture, with a 
little corn each day until cold weath- 
er, when Ihey should be brought back 
to the farm and fed anything they 
will eat until September 1st. The} 
should then be sixteen hands high, fat 
and ready for tbe market. When 
feedUig, earashoaldat aU tiama be 
exercised to keep the vritemeoel with 
green ajbnff and to keep out araatdies, 
which ia the greateat enemy of the 
mule. I And a good cure is as follows: 
Take equal parts blucstone, white

That it shall be nnhiwfal 
for any Pharmacist or Druggist to sell 

Cocaine or Morpliine except on a pres- 
cription written and signed by a regu- 
lar practicing physician, legally auth- 
orized to pnibyee nwdictoe, wbieli 
prescription shall state the date there- 
of, the quantity thereof, the quantity 
prescribed and the name of person t*. 
whom prescribed, but no physician 
shall inai<e ur sign any siicli prescrip- 
tion unless Cocaine or Morphine is ab- 
solutely required as a medicine, and 
any physician who makes or signs anv 
prescription for Cocaine or Morphine 
except as provided in tliis section, 
shall be fined not less than lil ty dollars 
nor more than one-hundred dollars. 

Sec. 2. Any druggist or pharmacist 
vk>htting sectkw oue, of this ordinance, 
shall be lined not less than tifty dol- 
lars nor more than one-hundred dol- 
lars, for each offense. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of every 
druggist or pharmacist to keep an ac- 
curate register, in a book kept for the 
special purpose, of every sale of mor- 
phine or cocaine made by him, his 
clerks or employees, which shall show 
as to each sale, the date, tiie^iuantity, 
to whom made and upon whose 
prescription, which prescription shall 
be preserved by said druggist or phar- 
macist for twelve months, and only 
one sale shall be made on any prescrip- 
tion, which register shall be open for 
inspection at all reasonable times by 
the City Attorney. Any druggist or 
pharrajicist who shall fail to eomply 
with any requirement of this section ^ 
shall be fined not less than fifty dollars ^ 
nor more than one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 4. Except as is provided in 
this ordinance and also in article 2, of 
Chapter 85, of the Kentucky Statutes 
edition of 181)9, it shall be unlawful for 
any person who is not a registered 
pharmacist within the meaning of the 
aforesaid Article 2, of Chapter 8"), Ken- 
tucky Statutes, to vend at retail, 
compound or dispense any drug, medi- 
cine, chemical, poison or pharmacen- 
ttcal preparation for medical use, or 
compound and dispense physicians' pre 
scrlptlons. Any person violating the 
provi.sions of this section of this ordi- 
nance shall be fined not less than 
twenty doUaia nor mora than fifty 
dollars for each offense.

Bun 
roller ahead of harrow ao aa to «^sb 
aa aMay aa poaaible, aad faatea the 
otbera ao that they raaaot dodge the 
karrowa. It will pay to take time to 
do this, your crop can be cultivated 
ao BBUch cheaper afturwarda; aad the 
yield will be. so much greater.

Ail crops grow oflf quicker and yield 
heavier. "Culture is manure" is true. 

But after all the old proverbs "an 
ounce of prevention is worth a pound 
of cure" holds good here also. If the 
hard pan is broken up and the water 
yn al tta d go oa dowa. ao aa aot 
tm aatarat* the aoil aad raauia la it 
too loag. the baldag .wiH be pravaated. 
If the hakiag or ruaaiag together ia 
prevented the clods will not form. Thia 
is as true of bottom laud as of uplaad. 
Stop the soaking and you will preveat 
the clodding. Cue other point is worth 
considering here. Do not burn any 
vegetable matter in your farm. Plow-

The I'il t>l>iir!.!li (DinimM cial (iazet te 
ciiniinents with rare {jrnod sense upou 
this subject, .\fter calliiiir attention 
X*t tlu' .«-carcity of farm laborers it 
jays: *'It i.> a subjeet for regret, not 
only upon the ground that agrieultui al 
interesta are hurt, but it is distlaetly 
unfortaaate for a large elass of skilled 
workmen ia the various eities that the 
idvantages and opportunities of farm 
work are not more generally sought. 
Work of all classes in the cities is per- 
formed ill the main by specialists. 
This is gri)wiiig to be tiic case mi)re 
and more each year in every depart- 
ment of pnifi'ssioiial. commercial and 
mechanical lal»or. In the cities only 
the people with a %vell-ae<piired trade 
or profession stand a chance in the 
i-ompetitions of life. Yet there is in 
every city a vast number of mea who 
are caraing a preearioos living by do- 
ing the hardest sort of aienial labor. 
Their families are eompelled to live 
in narrow, squalid streets, and tneir 
children are being reared in an at- 
mosphere that tends to produce moral 
de|)ravity. In the a:j;Tienlt iiral dis- 
tricts there are jdaces f4ir these peo- 
I>le which, compared with their jir-es- 
eiit conditions, are positive I'deiis. 
They would h.tve to toil, but it is toil 
under conditions of healili and moral 
cleanliness that C(im|>ensate a thou- 
sand times <»ver for the exertion." 

The next question nafnrallj- is, why 
tlo these laborers nut make a ehaage 
that would be so benefieisi to them 
ind their families? There are several 
reasons. First, they do aot * realize 
these advantages. The country wages 
look low to them. The city papers do 
not educate them as to the real advan- 
taires of count ry life; on the contrary, 
they are apt to |)oke fun at everythinjr 
from the eountiv and to majjnify tiie 
city's advantajres. Then, <'ity laborers 
are like all other classes of people. 
Ihey prefer to drift along rather than 
ehaage, always hopiag f«»r something 
to tara ap that will laad them a 
"steady Job** at good arages. Rat prbb- 
ably the greatest hiadranee of all is 
the gregarious tendency of humanity. 
They prefer the city, where society of 
some kind is always to be found, to the 
is(dation of the farm. There seems 
to be no cure for this. While a good 
many city j>eoi>le have turned to the 
fonntry of late years, the laborers 
have not fornu-d a large proportion of 
them. — National Sttoekman.

llirds are the farmers' most val- 
uable aids in his lifehmg battle with 
the in.sects Ihut prey on his crops. 
How important, therefore, that he 
should not destroy them that do him 
tbe greatest aerviee. la the ease of 
hawks and <»wls the divisitm has 
shown, by the examlnatioa of the 
stomach contents of about S,000 of 
these universally hated and perse- 
cuted birds, that only six out of the 
73 kinds inhabiting the I'nited States 
are injurious, and three of these arc 
so rare they need hardly be consid- 
er-.'d. leaving only three to be taken 
Into account as enemies of agricul- 
ture. The others ])rcy upon mice, 
luse<'ts and other vermin and rank 
among the fairmer's heat friends. 

.Since the establishment in IRAS, the 
divisioa baa examined the stoomch 
contents of nearly ISjMW birds be- 
longiag to tM speeiea aad sabspa- 
cies. aad kas published Information 
on the food habits of 140 kinds, main- 
ly hawks, owls, erow.s. jays, black- 
birds, sparrows, thrushes, fly catch- 
ers, swallows, wrens, shrikes, wood- 
peckers, horned larks and ctMlar- 
birda.— AlaBlee*k Vagaxina.

Some moaths 
ago he separated frtNa his wife, and 
he made a fight for the possession of 
the child and was successful. As he 
was not prepared to properly |)rovide 
for the child, it was taken to the chil- 
dren's home to be eared for. When 
the child was left there It was the dis- 
tinct understanding that he was to pay 
a certain stipend for the services. He 
failed to comply with hiseontraet.and 
all the urging of the eonnty officers 
had no effect in Inducing him iJt let 
loose of his purse strings to pay for 
the neeessaries of life for his ehild. 
After a large numl>er of admonitions 
he was arrested and the court sen- 
tenced him to serve one year. In April, 
1890, the general assembly passed a 
law attaching a workhouse sentence 
for eases of that kind, but the law- 
was amended by the last legislature, 
and the penitentiary was substituted 
for thft warUi««sa.<

CLAIMS FOR MANGLE ISLAND.

The government of Nicaragua has 

recently put in a claim to sovereignty 
jver several groups of small islands, 
iiieludiug the Mangle islands, l.ving 
off the Atlantic coast <»f the Isthmus 
of I'anama.says the Washington Star. 
The «iuestion art>se when Tresident 
I.oiibet of France recently gave his 
decision as to the boundary between 
t'osta Uiea and t'olombia. The deci- 
sion awarded to Colombia a consider- 
able part of the territory in dispute, 
inclading the valuable bay of Chiriqui, 
on the Atlaatie side, aad. also several 
groups of butlying islands which were 
in dispute between the two govern- 
ments. When the award was made 
known Nicaragua came forward with 
a claim of ownership over the small 
group of islands. It was answered 
in behalf of Colombia that President 
Loubet had carefully gone over the 
rec!)rds establishing ownership, and 
that these had failed to disclose any 
authority on the part of Nicaragua 
to claim them. The negotiations have 
not proceeded beyond this point. The 
islands are rather unimportaat except 
for their strategie loeatloa off the 
rasterly entranee to any eanal route 
which may be ehosea. For this reason 
the controversy hss received the at- 
tention of the isthmian canal eommis- 
siou, which has not, however, had oc- 
;asion to take definite action oa the 
subject. 

The Me a s e of Behoee. 

Many valleys, deseribed ia guide 
books as **whi8pering valleys,** are fa- 
vorite resorts for tourists in all parts 
of the world. Few. however, exceed 
in wonder a valley at Stansfield, in Es- 
sex, England. The rector of this par- 
ish, in giving a careful account of his 
own experiences, states that his house 
Stands on a hill 2S8 feet above sea level, 
rising in the rear to 300 feet, while in 
front the ground slopes away to a 
stream 100 feet below, and again rises 
180 feet on the opposite sld«. From the 
rectory the bells of 14 or 15 villages 
may be distinguished, while across the 
valley footsteps and voices in conver- 
sational UMie may be heard at h»lf a 
mile.
